than during any _pre- 
vious year. Responsible 
— for this to a large extent 
is the fact that 250,590 pieces of ad- 
vertising matter have been printed 
and distributed, and advertisements of 
the wholesale market have been car- 
ried both during the spring and fall 
in newspapers with a combined circu- 
lation of more than 1,000,000. Also 
there has been expended the past year 
$40,000 in refund of railroad fares to 
visiting merchants. Two very success- 
ful Fashion Shows were held at the 
Majestic Theatre with a total attend- 
ance of more than 12,000. 

The advice given to merchants to 
“buy as they need it, allowing the 
wholesale houses of Dallas to carry 
the reserve stocks for them,” has been 
widely accepted and Dallas has devel- 
oped into a 12 months’ market, for not 
a day passes that a number of South- 
western merchants do not visit Dallas 
and register at the Chamber for return 
of fares. 

There is a close and hearty co-op- 
eration among all the wholesale houses 
of Dallas, a co-operation that means 
a fuller success for the wholesale in- 
terests. The Dallas market has es- 
tablished for itself an enviable position 
among the larger markets of the Na- 
tion, best evidenced by the fact that 
whereas Dallas ranks 42nd in popula- 
tion, she stands 15th as a wholesale 
center. 

Good-Will Tour Conducted 

A Good-Will Tour was conducted 
into South and Southwest Texas, tra- 
versing 1123 miles and visiting a dis- 
trict with a population of 3,000,000. 
One hundred cities were visited by the 
special train of Dallas wholesalers and 
other business men. 

During 1922 the Wholesalers ex- 
pended the following special funds 
contributed by their own members: 
Advertising, $16,000; style shows, $16,- 
000; railroad fare refunds to visiting 
merchants, $37,500. 

In appreciation of the continued pa- 
tronage of Southwestern retailers, the 
Dallas Wholesale Market is striving 
harder and harder each year to ren- 
der to the splendid merchants of this 
territory a direct, personal, interested 
service. 

Very definite plans are being made 
for the coming year and with general 
business conditions improved, as they 
are, this department feels it has every 
reason to believe that 1923 will mark 
a high spot in the success and in the 
achievement of the Dallas Wholesale 
Market.

The Advisory Board met regularly 
and supervised the activities of the 
Department, which are too numerous 
even to list completely. Our retailers 
are ever loyal to co-operate in move- P 
ments for the interest of Dallas. 


In service directly of interest to re- 
tailers might be mentioned the estab- 
lishment of the Stores Mutual Pro- 
tective Association for the suppression 
of shop-lifting and to prevent the pass- 
age of spurious checks. A collection 
bureau was also established. The De- 
partment actively assisted in the fol- 
lowing campaigns: Clean Up and 
Paint Up, Thrift Week, Canned Foods 
Week, Build Now, Music Day. Assist- 
ance is being given the Auditorium 
Committee in its efforts to secure an 
adequate down-town auditorium. The 
Department has been active in the 
passage of ordinances affecting the 
retail interests. 

At regular intervals bulletins giving 
trade information have been distrib- 
uted to members. Closing agreements 
among retailers for holidays and sum- 
mer afternoons were arranged. Re- 
auests for contributions have been 
handled, saving members thousands of 
dollars on “fake” or unworthy propo- 
sitions. The Department has worked g7) 
in conjunction with the National Dry ) 
Goods Association and National Re- 
tail Secretaries’ Association, as well 
as the State Jewelers’ Association, on 
legislative matters.

Widely Known 


EORGANIZED in Febru- 
ary, the Manufacturers’ 
Department of the Cham- 
ber has a most enviable 4 
record of activity. Week- 
p——azsmears| ly meetings of directors 
have had an average attendance of 
more than 90°. ; 22 weekly luncheons 
have been held with a total attendance 
of more than 6,000, where Dallas-made 
products were exhibited and Dallas 
people shown their opportunity to 
support local factories by increased 
purchases of Dallas-made goods. 


Members of the Manufacturers’ De- 
partment have jointly spent for spec- 
ial activities this year the sum of 
$20,400 for 79 full page advertise- 
ments; $24,414 in connection with the 
new building and the Manufacturers’ 
Exhibit at the State Fair; $640 for 
the Housewives’ Guide of Dallas-made 
Products and for miscellaneous work, 
$1,200. 
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Outstanding among the activities of 
the Department was its part in the 
erection of the splendid new building 
at the State Fair for the display of 
manufactured goods and automobiles, 
as well as the disnlay of Dal'as-made 
goods in the building. Fully 490,000 
people learned through visiting this 
exhibit of the diversity and high qual- 
ity of Dallas-made goods. 


Through its advertising program 
and other activities carried on the 
past vear, and to be continued on an 
even larger scale in 1923, the Manu- 
facturers’ Department is bending all 
efforts to make the Southwest greater 
industrially. Localizing of the adver- 
tising has been studiously avoided. It 
has been sought, first, to remind Dal- 
las and Southwestern people of the 
opportunity they had to buy Dallas- 
Southwestern-made products; second 
to impress upon Dallas and 
Southwestern people the quite 
apparent need of building 
more and larger factories for 
the purpose of better sta- 
bilizing ‘business conditions 
throughout the territory and 
providing an improved mar- 
ket for raw materials. Fur- 
thermore this appeal is en- 
tirely devoid of sentiment and 
is based upon “price and 
quality being equal.”

It is the vehicle 
of communication through 
which members are kept in 
close touch with the ac- 
tivities of their Chamber; 
through which the advan- 
tages and opportunities of 
Dallas are presented not only 
to our citizenship, but to the 
rest of the world. ‘Dallas,’ 
a 32-page monthly magazine, 
inaugurated a year ago and 
handled by the Publicity De- 
partment, has been practi- 
cally self-sustaining through 
carrying advertising. In ad- 
dition to going to our mem- 
bers and to Chambers of Commerce, 
public libraries, and various persons 
or organizations of importance both 
at home and abroad, it has carried a 
monthly message of Dallas’ progress 
to business concerns in the North 
which we are endeavoring to “line up” 
for Dallas. 


This department has furnished ar- 
ticles on Dallas, or data for articles, 
often accompanied by photographs or 
cuts, to 65 publications, many of na- 
tional importance, during the year. 
It has sent out 60,000 pieces of printed 
matter, including a revised addit‘on 
of “Dallas from A to Z,” and a map 
show:ng Dallas as an oil center. Re- 
vised data for 13 directories or atlases 
has been furnished. Four thousand 


letters seeking information on Dallas’ 


advantages, asking where certain 
goods can be purchased here, etc., have 
been answered, and the department has 
supplied information to visitors or 
over telephone in 3,500 instances. 


The local daily press has been most 
generous, carrying 2.500 items during 
the year with regard to Chamber ac- 
tivities. The motion picture film, 
“Magic Dallas,” loaned by the Fitz- 
hugh Film Company, was sent out to 
380 towns in our trade territory. A 
new source of publicity, the radio, has 
been extensively used by the Chamber 
this year, and returns from this have 
reached the Chamber from throughout 
the continent. The Associated Press, 
threugh its mail editor, carried many 
Dallas stories furnished by the Cham- 
ker.

partment represented the Chamber at 
the West Texas Chamber convention 
at Plainview, the Fort Worth Fat 
Stock Show, All-West Texas Fair at 
Abilene and at the State Reclamation 
conference at Waco. He also served 
as secretary of the Oil Development 
and Fire Prevention Committees. Re- 
search along various lines was done 
for various Chamber members, and con- 
siderable new statistics were worked 
out during the year, this material 
appearing from month to month in 
‘Dallas,’ our official publication.

$150,000 Saved During 1922 
For Dallas Shippers 


PON good distribution 
m | rests largely the frame- 
4) work of Dallas’ commer- 
cial and. industrial life. 
Our Transportation De- 
*} partment is daily saving 
money for Dallas shippers, securing 
quicker service for Dallas customers 
and otherwise co-operating with the 
carriers to give Dallas the best possi- 
ble traffic and transportation facili- 
ties. Through its efforts with refer- 
ence to rate changes alone approxi- 
mately $150,000 has been saved for 
Dallas shippers the past year. In lim- 
ited space it is impossible to list the 
various items, but almost every class 
of business here has been affected. 
Fifteen trips have been made by Cham- 
ber representatives to rate 
hearings in the interest of 
Dallas shippers. 





Assistance to shippers has 
also been given by promptly 
quoting over the telephone 
2,008 rates and by mail 5,324, 
or a total of 7,332 quotations 
for the year. The Depart- 
ment checks completely every 
rate and combination of rates 
in order to help shippers se- 
cure the lowest possible rate 
basis. 


Routing Circular No. 2 was 
issued during the year in 
1,500 quantity showing mile- 
age and rates to all points 
in Texas and Oklahoma. 


Through the efforts of the 
Department rates of fare and 
one-half from all points in 
Texas to Dallas were secured 
for our Wholesale Merchants’ 
Department from September 
1 to October 1. This reduc- 
tion in passenger fares saved 
visiting merchants $5,000 and 
also saved the Wholesale 
Merchants’ Department a like 
amount in their system of 
fare refunds. 


The Department from time 
to time has made many 
changes and improvements 
in the package car service 
out of Dallas, this particular 
item being under close and 
constant observation and er- 
rors immediately rectified. 
; Dallas’ package car service 
is now in splendid condition and is 
the envy of all competing cities. 


Thirty meetings of the Traffic Com- 
mittee have been held at the Chamber 
of Commerce during the year in the 
interest of Dallas shippers. 


Through the efforts of the Traffic 
Committee the removal of the Cotton 
Belt Railway tracks from South La- 
mar Street was accomplished. 


Articles furnished the local press 
from time to time have called the at- 
tention of shippers to several hun- 
dred traffic subjects and 150 circu- 
lars and circular letters have been 
sent to shippers, keeping them in touch 
with matters vital to their interest.

Agriculturally 
=HHAT modern, scientific 












G; ‘8 farming methods will

gq old-fashioned methods was 
shown the past year on 
demonstration farms handled under 
the direction of the Agricultural De- 
partment of the Chamber. The County 
Agricultural Agent reported that cot- 
ton yield on such farms was more 
than double the average acre yield 
of the county, the yield of small grains 
was increased 50 per cent and other 
crops responded in similar proportions 
to the advanced methods. There are 
seven of these demonstration farms 
in the county. 


During the past year the number of 
registered live stock was largely in- 
creased. One hundred and fifty-seven 
farmers were induced to feed a better 
balanced ration with excellent results, 
experimenting with 628 head of stock. 
There are now 150 pure bred bulls in 
Dallas County and 650 pure bred dairy 
cows. A testing association was or- 
ganized among members owning 126 
cows. The county has five dairy breed- 
ers’ associations. 





Dallas County has made wonderful 
strides in poultry breeding. During 
the year 83 additional farmers were 
influenced to raise standard-bred poul- 
try and 50 were induced to practice 
early hatching. Forty-seven flocks 
were culled and 27 modern poultry 
houses erected. 


While only 20 new farm dwellings 
were erected in 1922, the records show 
that 127 farm dwellings were im- 
proved or remodeled. Ten farmers 
planted new fruit orchards and demon- 
strations of pruning and orchard care 
were given on approximately 100 
farms. More than 2,500 farmers prac- 
ticed fall plowing the past year largely 
as a result of the County Agent’s ac- 
tivity. Modern city conveniences are 
being seen yearly on more Dallas 
County farms. During the past year 
35 water systems and 15 home light- 
ing systems were installed. More than 
500 farm homes were screened against 
flies and mosquitoes the past year, 
379 farmers improved their home 
grounds and 176 installed sewage dis- 
posal plants. 


During the year 215 meetings among 
farmers were held and 1,200 other 
meetings concerning the demonstra- 
tion work, with a total attendance of 
61,000. The County Agent and As- 
sistant traveled 27,054 miles in con- 
nection with their year’s work. Sev- 
enteen farmers’ short courses were 
held. A feature that should receive 
special mention was the holding of 
five successful community fairs. Boll 
weevil elimination work received a 
large share of attention. Membership 
in boys’ agricultural and live stock 
clubs reached 1,350. Forty per cent 
of the boys in the clubs entered ex- 
hibits at the State Fair, winning 
$1,200 in prizes. 


Work Among Women and 


Girls of County 


EPORTS of the County Home 

Demonstration Agent and As- 

sistant show 41 women’s clubs 
with 860 members and 19 girls’ clubs 
with an enrollment of 469. A total 
of 398 demonstrations were given in 
plant propagation, home labor savers, 
poultry, food preservation, dairying, 
home improvement, food preparation, 
farm beautification and handicraft. 
Twenty-two drill meetings and one 
camp were held with a total attendance 
of 1841. A total of 391 girls and 562 
women entered exhibits at the five 
community fairs and the 23 exhibit 
contests held during the year. The 
total amount of cash prizes won by 
exhibitors was $1147.50. 


The total value of canned, dried and 
brined fruits anc vegetables, canned 
and cured meai, milk products, bas- 
kets, and quilts handled by club mem- 
bers amounted to $23,601. These fig- 
ures do not include the value of gar- 
ments or dress iorms made, garments 
dyed, cleaned or made over, novel- 
ties made, food prepared, hot lunches 
installed, poultry products or flow- 
ers. The County Home Demonstration 
Agent and Assistant in charge of 
Girls’ Club work have the highest 
praise for the interest and co-opera- 
tion of the women and girls of the 
County. 

While the work of the County Home 
Demonstration Agent’s Department 
is principally among the women and 
girls of the rural districts, hundreds 
of Dallas women have taken advan- 
tage of the services of the department.

A large number of conventions for 
1923 have already been secured by the 
Convention Department, including the 
Texas Bankers, Texas Lumbermen, 
Texas Knight Templars, Texas I.0.0. 
F., Texas Ginners, Texas Jewelers, 
Southwestern Ice Manufacturers, and 
National Industrial Traffic League. 
The Department is actively in touch 
with several other large national or- 
ganizations with a view to securing 
their 1923 or 1924 meetings. 


The Department assisted in the or- 
ganization of the Dallas Hotel Men’s 
Association, which is rendering valu- 
able service in securing conventions. 
The Department has issued two leaf- 
lets for distribution at conventions 
outside of Dallas. Conventions not 
only bring new money into Dallas 
trade channels, but what is far more 
important, they bring visitors who can- 
not fail to be impressed by our splen- 
did city. Due to lack of funds, the 
Department has been somewhat handi- 
capped in going after and assisting in 
handling conventions, a matter that 
should be seriously considered the 
coming year.

The Department maintains a Span- 
ish translation department for the use 
of Chamber members, which handled 
several hundred letters the past year.

Why Dallas May Expect 
Greater Prosperity 
the Coming Year 


ROSPERITY of Dallas depends 

solely on the prosperity of its 

great trade territory, the wide 
reaches of the Southwest. While there 
will doubtless be some money short- 
age next spring and early summer be- 
fore returns from next year’s crops 
are available and while sane conserva- 
tism and careful planning are urged 
by bus‘ness leaders, still the outlook 
a 1923 is far better than it was for 
1922. 


To begin with, there is a world- 
wide shortage of cotton, the Nation’s 
leading export commodity and the 
Southwest’s principal crop. Also for 
the first time in a number of years 
the new season will find the Southwest 
with practically no holdover cotton. 


For these reasons it would appear to. 


be safe to expect good prices for our 
cotton next year. Furthermore, for 
the first time since the boll weevil 
became a serious menace, there has 
been concerted action on the part of 
our farmers in plowing up and turn- 
ing under cotton stalks as soon as the 
cotton is picked and in cleaning out 
fence rows. It is generally agreed 
that this is the most important step 
in lessening the number and there- 
fore the ravages of the boll weevil. 
Frogress also has been made in devis- 
ing mechanical means for killing the 
weevil. 


Rains of Great Benefit 


Rains of the past tw» months, which 
have covered practically all the South- 
west, have put the soil in excellent con- 
dition for crogs. Throughout West 
Texas and the Panhandle the rains 
came at the or;ortune time to bring 
up wheat and rp: mit winter range for 
live stock. Th:ough taking advaa- 
tage of the Gcvernment’s system of 
agricultural an: live stock loans, im- 
augurated som: two years ago, the 
portions of West Texas where the 
drouth of several years ago largely 
depleted th: rauges have substantially 
reco\ ered 


Mines .n Arizona and New Mexico 
are re-vopeninyr. Railroads ate over 
econung their Jator diffievlties which 
proved such a handicap the past year 
and are entering upon one of the 
rreatest impresvement programs in the 
uistory of the Suuthwest. The next 
hig development in the Southwest will 
ve the manufacturing era: Datias 
ranks 15¢h amcny citres of the Nation 
as a jotoing center but only 100th in 
manufacturinz. Texas leads the Na- 
tion as a producer of raw materials 
but its rank in manufacturing is low. 
The Southwest is annually sending 
millions of dollars to the North for 


goods that should be made here. More 
factories came this year than last 
year and Dallas. has reason to believe 


that 1923-will show a continued“iz-- 


crease. These factories will bring 
more payrolls, offer higher market 
for raw materials and increase our 
prosperity in general. 


Southwest’s Credit Gocd 

Higher prices for agricultural and 
live stock products which have main- 
tained the past year have put the 
Southwest in good condition finan- 
cially. The cotton crop, including cot- 
ton seed, brought to Texas alone about 
$450,000,000, and within overnight 
travel of Dallas more than one-half of 
the Nation’s oil is produced. During 
the fiscal year ending October 18, 1922, 
the indebtedness of member banks to 
the Dallas Federal Reserve Bank was 
reduced 70 per cent. This necessarily 
means that individuals have reduced 
their indebtedness to their respective 
banks on a somewhat similar scale. 
The Southwest faces the new year 
on a more sound financial basis than 
it could claim since before the war. 
The credit of the district is good. 
This means that money should be 
easier than in 1922. Easy money 
means a continuation of our big con- 
struction program and funds for wor- 
thy new enterprises. 


To sum up then, with our credit 
good, with excellent prospects for ag- 
ricultural and live stock production, 
with every reason to believe that the 
prices for these will be satisfactory, 
with increased industrial activity in 
sight, and with firm-founded confi- 
dence and optimism—those chief busi- 
ness stimulators—the Southwest has 
good reason to anticipate that 1923 
will be the best year it has seen since 
before the war.

This is an in- 
crease of 14,410 or 6 per cent over the 
1921 directory issued by the company. 
The figures are arrived at by using 
the multip'e of two on _ individual 
names listed in the directory to ac- 
count for all children under 17 years 
and married women living at home 
who are not engaged in any business. 
Such names are not listed in the direc- 
tory. It is the same basis of computa- 
ton that the company has used here 
since 1910. 

The territory embraced by the direc- 
tory is no greater than that embraced 
by the directory last year. This terri- 
tory includes sections that, while not 
in the incorporated limits of 23 square 
miles, are parts of the city as far as 
business and social life are concerned. 
Including these suburbs, as explained 
above, it is believed Dallas is the larg- 
est city in the Southwest—in fact the 
largest city west of the Mississippi 
River at its junction with the Missouri 
at Kansas City, with the exception of 
Los Angeles, San Francisco and Oak- 
land alone. 

Building permits and new water, 
light, sewer and telephone connections 
bear out this estimate of increased 
growth. Permits for 2,778 new resi- 
dences were granted last year. Allow- 
ing 5 people to a family, this would 
mean that 13,890 people moved into 
new homes last year, and residence 
construction this year has been on a 
somewhat similar scale. 

The following table shows the steady 
growth of Dallas in population, the fig- 
ures up to 1910 being from the Federal 
census and representing only the city 
limits and from 1910 to 1922 being 
from Worley’s City Directory and rep- 
resenting the incorporated limits and 
adjoining suburbs:

Sg first-class municipal golf 
course in the signing last 
month of a lease on 118 
acres of the Cole estate 
by Mayor Aldredge. The 
city obtained a lease for five years on 
one part and seven years on the re- 
mainder of the land, with option to 
buy when leases expire. It is ar- 
ranged that the city take care of all 
taxes and expenses for improvements 
while in possession of the land. The 
Cole tract lies in North Dallas, south 
of the H. & T. C. Railroad and be- 
tween Haskell and Fitzhugh avenues. 

The land has many natural hazards 
and can be developed into a splendid, 
sporty course at small expense. Mayor 
Aldredge has named committees, prin- 
cipally from the various country clubs 
here, to work out plans for the course. 
It is expected that nine holes will be 
ready for play in the spring, with nine 
holes to be added later. The commit- 
tees named are as follows: 

Arthur L. Kramer has been named 
chairman of the general committee to 
co-operate with the city in the matter 
and Oswin K. (Uncle Jake) King, 
secretary. 

Development—Louis Jacoby, chair- 
man; Charles L. Dexter, Durrell Pad- 
gitt, C. M. Bolanz, George S. Leach- 
man. 

Financing—George Aldredge, chair- 
man; S. W. King, E. E. Shelton, E. M. 
Baker, Edgar Hurst. 

The Mayor will serve on both com- 
mittees. 

Data on similar courses in other 
cities is being assembled. 

Dallas has greatly needed a munici- 
pal golf course, as the Chamber is in 
a good position to know. While there 
are five private courses here, still the 
Chamber of Commerce has been em- 
barrassed in answering letters such 
as the following received last month 
from a man in Oklahoma City:
